Sterling, June 18 — The jury in the 
case of Mrs. Katherine Harck of Lee 
Center againBt Lee Hutton and Chris 
Wolber brought in a verdict at Ster­ 
ling of not guilty. A large number of 
ballots were taken, the first voto be­ 
ing nine to three for acquittal. There 
after the vote was ten to two for ac­ 
quittal until the final ballot was tak 
en when the two who had voted guil­ 
ty swung over. 
Dig Victory for Snloonlats. 
The verdict of the jury is consi-l 
ered a great victory for saloonists as 
it eetabliHhee a precedent all over the 
state. Mrs. Harck sued the two de­ 
fendants, the Rock island Brewing 
Co. and the heirs of the Curtin es 
tate for $5000 damages, alleging her 
husband, Mr. Harck, had secured liq­ 
uor In Hutton and Wolber'« places 
of business while ill and that because 
of the liquor he had been made sick, 
thereby permanently 
depriving her 
of his support. After the opening of 
tho case she dropped 
cases against 
the owners of the buildings, making 
tho liquor dealers only the 
defend­ 
ant« . 
Maine Thing Before. 


While there was no attempt made 
to prove that Harck was not sick, the 
defense brought witnesses to prove 
that he had not received liquor in the 
two saloons on the dates mentioned, 
Jan. 30 and 8 1, 
19 12. Mr. Hutton 
and his bartender swearing to this, 
while Wolber, who had no bartender 
at the time, swore to the same tiling 
All of the 1 if j uo r dealer« swore they 
had refused Harck liquor because of 
the fact that he was on the blacklist 
Thos. Lyons and Jas. Lynch, promi­ 
nent liquor dealers of Amboy, tes­ 
tified that 
a similar attempt 
had 
been made to 
secure money from 
them. 
Reiske’s Strong Testimony. 
Herman Rcisko Jr. testified 
that 
Harck had attempted to get money 
from him along similar lines. He had 
askej Harck to return later and upon 
his return, had had him repeat his 
request in the presence of witnesses 
who had been stationed 
r o as to over 
hear him. Ho was corroborated in 
this by the witnesses who overheurd 
the conversation. 
All Prominent Men. 
^ hile no attempt was made to be­ 
smirch the character of any of the 
witnesses for the plaintiff, all testify­ 
ing for the defense wore men of high 
character and integrity and this, In 
connection with the testimony above 
given, evidently had 
much weight 
with the jury.

David I^ndcrson, a lineman em­ 
ployed by the Home Telephone com­ 
pany, came as close to death as moet 
people cure to yesterday when a pole 
to the top of which ho was strapped, 
broke off at the g round and dashed 
him thirty-five feet to the earth, and 
he was » trapped to the under side of 
the pole. All that saved hie life was 
the cross arms of the pole. It wns a 
“ buck,” or double crossed pole, with 
the ends of the arms pointing In th 
four direction« , and Landerson was 
strapped between two oi tho arms so 
that when the points struck lie was 
at 111 suspended about a foot from the 
g rourfd. Electric lig ht wires chocked 
tho fall of the pole somewhat also 
Tho accident occurred 
on Peoria 
avenue, where a g ang of tho 
Home 
’phone men were eng ag ed 
in 
the 
work of destroying the old Central 
Union system of pole« , 
wires, etc., 
and Mr. Landerson was eng ag ed in 
releasing tho old wires 
that were 
connected to the top of the polo. Ho 
had a « trap buckled around his body, 
and encircling tho pole, lie had J ust 
loosened the last wire but one, 
the 
remalnUig one being a heavy cable 
that supported an arc lig ht, and the 
strain of this heavy cable was too 
much for the ag e-weakened pole that 
had lost Its support from the wires 
runnln* In other directions, and the 
pole toppled, and to the horror 
of 
Landerson’« fellow workers, they « aw 
the big shaft with the man lashed to 
j l*s top, crjish to the g round. They ran 
to him expecting to find him at least 
very seriously injured, hut he crawl­ 
ed {Hit from between the protection 
of iIn* mMp arm« abnolbtely unharm 
ed.

very few years no man would have 
been brazen enough openly

and his friends in this crisis openly 
to act on su ch an assum ption. 
T he 
oth er day 37 of Mr. T aft’s adherents 
on the national c om m ittee stole from 
the people of C alifornia their right to 
give th« j votes of C alifornia to the 
m en of their choice. 
T h ese 37 politi­ 
cians, none of whom live iu California, 
assu m ed to ov« ;rri« lo tho will of the 
quarter of a million

talist class, by certain of w hoso m em ­ 
bers they arc controlled. 
S om etim es 
the interests of this capitalist class 
are identical with those of tho country 
as a whole, anil in that c ase th ese pa­ 
pers serv« * Hi« * in terests of the com ­ 
m onw ealth. 
S om etim es th e in terests 
of tho capitalist class are against the 
interests of th e people as a whole, and 
in that case th ese papers are hostile 
to tho in terests of the com m on w ealth . 
But neither their acting favorably to 
nor tin ir actin g adversely to the in­ 
terests of tin* com m on w ealth is an y­ 
thing more than an incident to th« *ir 
support of th« * in terests to which they 
ur« > bound.
